Dominion Experimental Station 

One of the functions of the Cer¬ 
eal Breeding Laboratory is to test 
all new varieties if grain that are 
produced. These are first tested 
at Lethbridge and those that show 
promise are tested further on the 
District Experiment Substations 
throughout Southern Alberta. The 
results of these tests are used by 
the Alberta Variety Zonation Com¬ 
mittee in making their recommen¬ 
dations as to the best varieties to 
grow. 

In arranging these tests the var¬ 
ieties are grown in adjacent plots 
and each series of varieties is re¬ 
peated four times. Thus four plots 
of each variety occur in each test. 
The average of the results from 
the four plots la used in evaluating 
the performance of ea'ch variety. 

-The yield and husbel weight of 
each plot is noted when the plot 
is harvested. These are the most 
important characteristics and the 
ones that receive the greatest em¬ 
phasis in evaluating a variety • 
However, from now until harvest 
time a good deal can be learned 
about varieties by examining them 
os they grow tn the field. The 
length of straw, type of head, and 
amount of burning are some of
